Commission is its thesis that one man 
murdered the President; all other dis- 
cussion is peripheral. Issue, therefore, 
must be taken with Gavzer and Moody, 
authors of an article, recently serialized in 
The Herald, which criticizes criticism of 
the Commission. 

Gavzer and Moody, Boston Herald, June 
29, page 12: 

“The Warren Commission never said: 
Lee Harvey Oswald, alone, murdered John 
F. Kennedy, period.” 

This statement Nit-pickingly correct, 
inasmuchas those exact words can be 
found neither in the report nor in its 
voluminous appendages, nonetheless is 
irresponsible and factually false; it 
conveys an erroneous impression of the 
report’s contents. The following exerpts 
should allow the reader to unfuddle his 
thoughts on this vital point.
